Campus reorganization, communication 
next problems for vice president

| wouldn't really call it a misunderstanding,’ said Executive Vice President 
Lloyd Johns while speaking on the current faculty/administrative controversy 


over the Glenn Brady dismissal, “but more of a lack of a good fiow of com- 
munications at the right levels and at the right time,” added Johns 

The dismissal. which has caused Faculty Senate Chair Alan Wade to level 
charges of imperialism towards President James Bond, is going to “highlight 
the need for improved communications according to Jonns. ‘Both sides 
lacked as far as good communications are concerned,” said Johns, who was 


brought to CSUS by CSUC Chancellor Glenn Dumke in mid July to help im- 
prove faculty administrative communications 

“| made it my third in priority of charges,” Johns said. Following a Special 
Commission Study, appointed by Dumke, Johns was given his position and 
three charges: to bring the campus retention, tenure, and promotion (ARTP) 
procedures into cornpliance. reorganize the massive school of Arts and 
Science, and to improve campus communications 

Johns noted that he hoped to begin work on the campus communication 
problem by late Spring or early Summer 

Recently, after months of committee meetings chaired by Jonns, carpus 
ARTP procedures have been brought into compliance and have received a 


Stamp of approval from the chancellor's office “We have improved on the 
ARTP document.” said Johns, "but know we have to go through the process for 
one year and then the Special Study Commission will come back and review 
the actual implementation of the process 

Jonns continued, “| feel it (ARTP proposal) is one of the real hallmarks for 
the faculty The information that will be used for ARTP proceedings wil! all 
come from the personnel files. and the files" added Johns will be open to 
the faculty 

According to Johns work is still not yet completed with the ARTP matter. “I 
haven't finished my work with ARTP yet.” said Johns. ‘! have a calendar of ap- 
provais that runs through Spring We (the committee) must still receive 
documents from al! the departments on campus,” added Johns 

Campus reorganization is the next target for John’s troubleshooting. Bond 
had drawn up areorgnaization proposal last Summer, aftera year of committee 
research and recommendations, and submitted it to the chancellor But. ac- 
cording to Johns, Dumke wants a much broader study done, to find the cam- 
pus needs and work these needs aroind the educational process of the 
institution 

“The reorganization committee is currently being created by the faculty,” 
said Johns. “and they will recommend members to Bond at the next faculty 
senate meeting Once the committee is formed, we will decide on charges and 
get the meetings going by mid February.” stated Johns

The National Student Association 
and the National Student Lobby, both 
headquartered in Washington D.C 
are attempting to form a unified 
viable national student organization 
The current timeline is to dissolve 
both organizations this April and form 
an as yet unnamed combination 

Both the NSA and the NSL are 
heavily in debt and have been bogged 
down by lagging membership and 
delinguent dues. The consensus of 
observers is that both have also 
suffered from poor management 

NSA was formed over 25 years ago 
as the singie national voice for 
student concerns in WashingtonD. C 

In the late sixties it was discovered 
that the CIA had infiltrated the NSA 
and was using the student leaders as 
a front to disrupt the radical antiwar 
movement. 

As a result of the disclosures, 
California State Universities and the 
University of California ststem 
formed a new lobbying group, which 
they named the NSL. 

Now both groups are struggling 
and want to consolidate for survival. 
The hope is that togetherness will 
make it easier to pay the bills. The 
total indebtedness of the two groups 
is over $300,000. The cther hope is 
that a more effective lobbying effort 
can be maintained if student leaders 


work together.

The introduction of an RUIC program on the CSUS campus would be one 
small step toward the deve/opment of a military force sensitive and responsive 
to the public which ultimately controls it. This, in turn, is asmall step toward the 
achievement of international cooperation and peace. which we aliseek These 
desirable goals historically have not been attained through unilateral disar- 
mament, weakness or — more directly related to the issue of ROTC the 
evoluation of inbred, self - renewing military officer castes The issue narrows 
to this in a real world marked by armed conflict and American involvement in 
world affairs, do we prefer to have our armed forces led by college graduates 
who have devoted a portion of their studies to ROTC, or by an inbred officer 
corps trained only by the service academies and officer candidate schools? If 
the high quality liberal education provided at this and other universities has a 
positive impact upon our students and graduates then the college trained of- 
ficer is clearly preferabie 


The history of inbred military elites does not inspire emulation in a democ- 
ratic society. The German officer corps long a largely inbred body 
reached is most selective and exclusive stage in the 100,000 man army of the 
Weimar Republic Faced with the enticing promises of an unscrupulous 
politician, Adolf Hitler, that officer corps showed extreme vulnerability to 
political exploitation and a willingness to seek its own ends through the vehicle 
of Hitler That officer corps readily sacrificed its role as an apolitical protector 
or the We ‘nar Constitution against al! threats in favor of a political subversion 
by an effective demagogue The problem arose from what Albert Speer, among 
others, identified as inadequate political education among the officer corps 
and other elements of German society alike. Neither do the many examples of 
military junta rule in Latin America, Southeast Asia. Africa, and Europe inspire 
confidence in the virtues of inbred officer corps. Many of the military dic- 
tatorships objected to so violently by the opponents of the ROTC proposal 
have arisen from just the sort of a self - perpetuating officer corps they would 
wish our armed forces to develop. Even Idi Amin reveals in his identity as a 
soldier and identifies the military of Uganda as an elite 


The issue, then, is whether in a real world of power politics, tensions and 
conflicts, and no effective international cooperation, we prefer our armed 
forces to be led by officers of their own making or by officers whose 
preparation includes a college or university degree No one will pretend that an 
ROTC commission guarantees sound judgement or humane decisions, but if 
our liberal education does indeed have the values of developing sensitivity and 
awareness. the ability to analyze and understand political rhetoric, or the social 
contact with educated persons on campus, the officer who has experienced 
that education before commissioning will be better prepared to resist 
undemocratic abuse of his or her military authority and to exercise restraint in 
the use of military force even in the face ot anarchic provocation Given the 





The proposed ROTC program suffered from several serious academic 
deficiencies and these problems led directly to its defeat Several of the 
courses proposed had questionable academic standing Some seem to belong 
in the technical branches of a junior college and others belonged only in boot 
camp. A look at the proposed curriculum showed it to be anon - objective, non 
balanced view of warfare 

Our campus has a Peace/War Studies Program. Within this program we 
have a wide variety of professional opinions and points of view on both war and 
Peace. Such variety and divergence is necessary to a University 

The faculty of the proposed program were not adequately trained and there 
was no process for the review of thajr credentials. The doctorate is the normal 
degree for teaching at this institution Several of our present faculty do not 
have this degree, but most of them are working toward the doctorate. The 
military had the arrogance to suggest a faculty and a program without a single 
doctorate for the entire department. Further there was no evidence that the 
faculty as proposed would have been teaching in the disciplines in which they 
were trained 

All courses and programs on our campus have review procedures for their 
faculty and courses. Peace/War studies, housed within the School of Arts and 
Sciences, has complied with all of the normal procedures and has a balanced 
faculty and curriculum. Now ROTC — (or war studies) was proposed from out- 
side of our University and outside of oursystem. The ROTC program at Davis is 
already listed tn our catalogue. Any such addition to the Sacramento State 
Curriculum should have been coordinated with Peace/War Studies 

Instead the proposal was quickly passed through the committee system 
without even consulting our program. Had it come to us we would have worked 
out the problems of academic freedom, faculty quality and propagandistic 
courses defore passing it along. We have a faculty based mechanism for study 
and review of such issues 

The ROTC proposal was defeated at the Faculty Senate level for these and 
for other reasons. But militarism and its attempts to use the university to re-

Dirty Work At The Crossroads 

which played Jan. 26-28 and Feb. 2-4, 
was a good start. Good melodrama is 
fun; heckling and hissing the actors 
brings out the kid in all-of us. Bad 
melodrama, on the other hand, is em- 
barrassing. For the most part, the cast 
of Dirty Work spared the audience 
any embarrassment and provided a 
lively evening. The biggest problem 
was length: curtain time was 8:30 and 
the play finished at almost 11:00, with 
two 15 - minute intermissions. Even in 
a comfortable theater with the most 
spellbinding performance that's a 
long production, but the Old Eagle's 
padded bench seats began to feel un- 
comfortable after the second act 

The bad guy and the fallen woman 
as played by Robert Gardner and 
Linda Hundley were great. Gardner 
was easy to hiss and loathe as he 
plotted the destruction of the poor 
country maiden, played by Anite 
Brown. The actors would oc- 
Casionally stretch credibility with 
accents or gestures, but since melod- 
rama isn’t based on credibility, it 
didn't hinder the enjoyment. 

Helen Wood accompanied the 
drama on piano, and she deserves 
mention as the key to the play's mood 
The piano could have been a little 
loucer, but that may have been the 
fault of the acoustics. 

The Old Eagle Theater is a 
reconstruction of the Eagle Theater 


built in 1849. which provided the 
49ers with the only cultura! enter- 
tainment for miles. During its short 
existence it also presented the miners 
one of their few chances to see a 
glamorous woman. The first play per- 
formed at the original Eagle on Oct 
18. 1849 included a woman (the only 
actress in the three - person acting 
troupe) rushing across the stage 
striking emotional poses again and 
again. According to a review of the 
play in The Placer Times. the miners 
loved it 

The originai theater. like manv of

Coming to Memorial 


Chariey Pride, one of country 
music’s biggest sellers, will bring his 
popular show to Sacramento Satur- 
day, Feb. 11 at 8:30 p.m. in the 
Memorial Auditorium. 

The roots of Pride go back to his 
first appearance at the Grand Ole 
Opry in 1967. At that time he became 
the first biack performer to be 
recognized as a major country talent 
and still remains one of the few black 
country artists to achieve stardom. 

Pride's first ambition was major 
league baseball, following the 
footsteps of Jackie Robinson. At 
seventeen he started playing in the 
Negro American League, with Detroit 
and the Memphis Red Sox. Following 
a two - year military sting and mar- 


riage to his wife Rozene he made it to 
the majors briefly in 1961 pitching 
with the Los Angeles Angels 

Since he signed with Chet Atkins 
in 1965, he has released 22 albums in- 
cluding The Country Way, Charile 
Pride — In Person and Country 
Feelin’. 

Some of Pride's achievements in- 
clude; Artist of the Year, Best Male 
Country Vocalist and Best Country 
Performance for his Ip Songs of Love 
by Charley Pride.

Despite having what Coach Linda 
Hughes called a “slow start,” the 
Hornet women's basketbail team 
used a strong defensive game to take 
a 63-36 victory from CSC - Stanislaus 
Saturday night, upping their 
conference record to 5-3 

“They're very weak 
Hughes commented, referring to 
Stanislaus’ low point total. The 
Hornets held a 10 - point lead at 
halftime, and gave their opposition 
just 15 tallies in the second half 

Scoring in double figures for the 
Hornets were Jane Trippet and Karen 
Littleton with 17 and 14 points, 
respectively. Errant Stanislaus shots 
were picked off quite often, too. 
Trippet had 14 rebounds, and Lor- 
raine Simmons grabbed 18. 

“We've been a second - half team 
for much of this year,” stated Hughes. 
Although the Hornets scored less 
points in the first half, 31, their 45 per 
cent shooting mark in that half was 
slightly better than their second half 
accuracy. 

Put into terms that can be more 
readily understood, the Hornet's took 
higher percentage shots in the first 
half but they took more shots in the 
second half. 

Hughes has noted several times 
during the season that she wants to 
see her team take more shots than 
they now do.

People of all sorts gather for science fiction convention

The commercial phenomena of 
“Star Trek,” Star Wars, and now Close 
Encounters is as strong as ever, or so 
it seemed Sunday afternoon at Space 
Con 6 in Oakland 

Billed as the first major U.S. public 
UFO convention, Space Con 6 was 
actually just another huge gathering 
of science fiction souvenir seekers — 
also known in some circles as Star 
trekies. Dr J. Allen Hynek, noted UFO 
expert and technical advisor for the 
movie Close Encounters, did speak 
Saturday afternoon, and a panel of 
scientists answered questions 
concerning UFO's on Sunday, but the 
main emphasis and interest at the 
convention was not with verified facts 
and theories — but with the awesome 
science fiction fever that currently 
grips a large portion of our society 

William Shatner, “Star Trek's" 
Captain Kirk, and George Takei, 
Lieutenant Sulu, drew the larger 
crowds when they spoke. Shatner 
told his Sunday afternoon following 
that he really hasn't been doing much 
lately. “!'ve just been waiting around 
for work on the movie to start,” said 
the Captain. Both Shatner and Takei 
were queried about the much - talked 
about “Star Trek” movie. Both were 
elusive with their answers, but

Shatner did state he expected 
Paramount to begin work on the film 
by late Spring or early Summer — 
which brought forth a surprisingly 
loud and long cheer of approval 
Besides the Starship Enterprise 
crew members, the convention also 
offered a variety of “Star Trek” 
episode showings, a collection of 
“Star Trek” bloopers — the scenes 
never seen on tv, a daily costume 
contest and a spacecraft model

offering was the collection of science 
fiction movies that were presented 
which included The Day The Earth 
Stood Still, The Time Machine, War of 
the Worlds, and Silent Running 

The biggest crowds though, were 
not seen sitting in the theatres, but 
strolling through the maze of 
hallways at the Oakland Auditorium 
where hundreds of souvenir mer- 
chants displayed their ware to a very 
hungry public. Lining both side of the 
narrow hallway, the merchants 
offered every kind of Star Wars, ‘Star 








buy conventioneers, and the antics of 
many of the merchants made the 
packed auditorium hallways look and 
feel like a crowded market street — 
similar to the one depicted in Star 
Wars Many of the table - side dealers 
wore costumes of characters from 
many of the more popular science fic- 
tion films. One dealer, adorned in the 
evil and threatening Darthvader outfit 
shouted, | have exactly three copies 
left of the current Future magazine, 
the new magazine published by 
Starlog,” while another covered with 
Star everything buttons, including 
one large ominous black button 
which read ‘| have everything you 
want,’ boasted that for just $5 50 one 
could receive the official Star War fan 
club kit 


People of all sorts and sizes filled 
the souvenir market street’ young 
children in Star War tee shirts quickly 
slithered through the crowded halls 
carrying freshly purchased posters 
and photo albums, parents, usually a 
good 10 feet or so behind their 
children, browsed through the collec- 
tion of science fiction literature, many 
teens crowded around the belt buckel 
and jewelry tables, viewing the official 
Star War necklace and charm 
bracelets, while the longest lines 
could be found at the very down to 
earth hot dog stand 


From this gathering of sourvenir 
seekers, one would have to assume 
that the current wave of science fic- 
tion madness !s more than justa craze 
— it's a cult. Thousands of people 
paid $10 to be able to seek for, and 
purchase, that one “Star Trek” item 
they haven't obtained yet. Stil! more 
came to see reruns of their favorite 
“Star Trek" episodes, or perhaps 
score an autographed 8 x 10 glossy of 
Sulu. Exactly what caused the for- 
mation of this captive cult is hard to 
determine. Perhaps nobody even 
cares.

Replica of San Francisco's Golden Gate

Some know it only as a replica of 
San Francisco's Golden Gate Bridge. 
Others simply refer to it as 
“Westbridge.” 

Actually, it is both of these, but 
technically it is much more. 

The bright orange bridge that 
spans the American River and links 
the University to the Campus Com-

mons development is officially named 
the Guy A. West Bridge, and it is the 
longest suspension footbridge in the 
United States. 

The 1,144 - foot bridge was built in 
1966 as part of a property assessment 
by Henry Moss, the controlling owner 
of Campus Commons Developments. 
At that time Moss feit that since Sac- 
ramento was the state capital someth- 
ing representing the entire state 
would be ideal, thus, a replica of the 
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Golden Gate was decided on 

Named after Dr. Guy A. West. 
CSUS' founding president, who 
retired in 1965 after serving as 
president for 18 years, the bridge was 
constructed at an estimated cost of 
$2.2 million. The Spink Corporation 
— Sacramento's largest engineering 
firm — was responsible for the 
bridge's architectural design 

Heading the design work was 
Theodore D'Amico, executive vice -

Cooking the cuisine style 
and with a French flavor

president of the Spink Corporation. 
| designed the bridge with a clean 
appearance in mind. That's why | 
decided on a suspension bridge. That 
wey nothing interferes with the en- 
vironmental! aspects of the river.” 

According to D'Amico, Westbridge 
was built with extremely flexible 
material, allowing the bridge to flex, 
avoiding any damage that might oc- 
cur during strong winds or ear- 
thquakes. 

“In the late ‘60s there were no ear- 
thquake regulations. But | tried to 
build the bridge so it would withstand 
anything,” says D'Amico. “The 
materials it was constructed with will 
hold up under winds of 125 miles per 
hour.” 

Although some people feel caliing 
Westbridge a replica of the Golden 
Gate is derogatory, D'Amico feels just 
the opposite. 

“I'm flattered when people com- 
pare Westbridge to the Golden Gate. 
if someone thinks my work is com- 
parable to the Golden Gate it's fine by 
me.” 

Not unlike the Golden Gate, 
Westbridge aiso has its share of 
people who have taken their lives 
jumping off the bridge. The first 
suicide occured shortly after the 
bridge was opened when a young 
man jumped off after breaking up with 
his girlfriend. 

More recently, in the spring of 
1977, another young man jumped off 
the bridge trying to impress some 
friends. Unfortunately, there was only 
10 feet of water 1 the American River 
and the man died after impact. 

Following completion, the bridge 
was given by Campus Commons to 
the City of Sacramento which now 
maintains it.

Saettler attended the “Cordon 
Bleu" and holds a graduate degree 
from La Varenne Ecole de Cuisine in 
Paris.
